OBITUARY 


Representative Crumpacker, of In­ 
diana, has drawn up and is prepared 
to submit to congress a bill providing 
for a reduced representation in con­ 
gress in such southern states as dis­ 
regard the law aud the constitution by 
disfranchising large numbers of citi­ 
zens. 
His bill, in brief, provides that 
In any state where voters are disfran­ 
chised, on account of race, color or 
previous condition of servitude, the 
representation in congress shall he 
reduced In the pToportlon that the 
number of disfranchised voters bears 
to the total voting population of the 
state. 
Mr. Crumpacker has prepared 
a brief showing showing that the pro­ 
vision comes within the scope of the 
constitution, and is justified by the 
over-representation from some of the 
.southern states. 
He will cite for illus­ 
tration the fact that th© vote for con­ 
gress in his district, the Tenth Indiana, 
in JH00, was 53,220, while the entire 
vote of Hie first six districts in Geer- 
gin was but 54,018. 
The representa­ 
tion in the southern states shows many 


^instances of this kind, and Mr. Crum­ 
packer will appeal for legislation rem­ 
edying the evil.

Rev. William Hastings. 
Rev. William Hastings, of Toronto 
former pastor of the M. P. church in 
East Liverpool, and one of the best 
known ministers of that denomination 
in eastern Ohio, died at his home yes­ 
terday afternoon at 4:30 after a pro­ 
tracted Illness, due to a general break­ 
ing down. 
He was born in Guernsey 
county in 1830, 
received a common 
school education, attended Otterbein 
university for three years, and in 1852 
was graduated from Madison college. 
He was engaged in

In 1856 he Joined the Muskin­ 
gum M. P. conference, of which was 
still a member. 
He held several pas­ 
torates, including East Liverpool and 
later Toronto, where he preached un­ 
til superannuated. Besides being pas­ 
tor here, preceding Rev. Mr. Swift, he 
for a time supplied the pulpit in the 
absence of a regular pastor. 
Rev. Mr. Hastings enlisted in 1861 
in Company B, Seventeenth O. V. I. 
In 1863 he resigned and came hom« 
on account of ill health, re-enlisting 
the following year. 
In 
the fall of 
1864 he became chaplain of tho One 
Hundred and 
Forty-Third 
regiment. 
After the war he resumed his clerical 
labors, 
winning a 
reputation as 
powerful preacher. 
In 1851 he mar­ 
ried Annie Crites. or Fairfield county, 
O., who died in 1888. 
He is survived 
by several brothers and sisters and by 
the following children: 
Frank L, and 
William C, Fostoria; Mrs. G. W. Mc- 
Creary, Wellsburg: 
Mrs. Flora Mar­ 
tin. Tiffin, and J. T. Hastings. Toronto. 
He was a number of the Masons, I. O. 
O. F. and G. A. R. 
The funeral will 
take place from the M. P. church, To­ 
ronto, Friday at I p. rn.. Rev. F. C. 
Htimmell conducting the services.

Children's doll play reveals alm ost everything they’ a re thinking about. 
Th^y whisper secrets to them ; they show by their treatm ent of them their 
real feelings as to right and wrong, justice, punishm ents, etc. 
By moans of 
them they objectify their own inner state.: and make internal their on mr 
observations. 
This is all done in the most concrete m aim er possible, 
it is 
no abstract representation. M ovem ents and bodily feelings are called into play 
aswell tis reactions of a more intellectual order. 
Dull play, in fact, from a 
brain standpoint, is a m eans of transition from the preponderant .c tivtiy of 
the kinaesthetic regions, connected with the bodily m oved; m s .iud toolings 
characteristic of the earlier years to th a t of the associational regions neces­ 
sary for complete hum an development. 
Doll play thus moans th e coming in of wide trains of imaging, which a t 
first are not (>asily controlled without some other sensation. 
The child puts 
a big button down for the cross teacher. 
Tho imagination paints {hit* figure 
for a little while and then goes on to the sm aller buttons. The child is now 
free to pay complete attention in this direction, 
lf the buttons were not 
there, it would happen at this stage, with a narrow memory span, I hat the 
first image or train of images about the teacher would be forgotten. 
But now, coming to the end of the second train of images, she sees the big 
button before her eyes. 
She is imm ediately brought back to the first image 
aud can go on with it, modifying it in every direction. The buttons have been 
the means of her organizing or holding together a larger range of images or of 
increasing her power to pay attention or to grasp a wide assemblage of events. 
This syntlietizing power is essential ilia properly de vc lo lied hum an being, and 
the long period of childhood would lie an advantage in the struggle for exist­ 
ence if this alone were gained. ! 
It may be said th a t the teacher, when sin- braces her pupils in their seats, 
suppresses every m ovement aud focuses attention to tin' minutest circle 
possible, is attem pting to do som ething of the sam e kind. This m a y IV possible 
Au the upper grades, but w ithin th e nascent period for doll play nature has a 
better way. 
She begins w ith th e m ovements and bodily sensations and out of 
them develops som ew hat irregularly an d by lits and starts the higher asso­ 
ciational centers, which m eans tim manipulation of wider trains of images. 
Always some of the dolls or buttons are kept in motion and are being con­ 
stantly felt and handled as well as seen and thought about. Ii there are gaps 
in the train of images, as is natural, these are lilied up with movements and 
bodily sensations. 
There is then the largest possible synthesis, since all 
these things are connected in one experience and not divided as in ordinary 
recitations. The personal perception of the body, which means sensation, will 
power. health and energy, is not sacrificed. 
Autom atism s and other signs of 
fatigue do not appear. 
Double personality is not encouraged. 
The intellec­ 
tual imaging is carried on the surface of a healthy emotional condition.

Another plan In extensive use is the 
building of special temples in which 1 
are wells containing several iron tab- j 
lets. When there is a scarcity of rain, ! 
a messenger starts out with a tablet j 
marked with the date of the journey J 
and the name of the district making ] 
the petition. Arriving at another city, ] 
he pays a sum of money and is allow­ 
ed to draw a new tablet from the well, 
throwing in ids own by way of ex­ 
change. 
On the return journey he is 
supposed to eat only bran and travel 
at top speed day and night. 
Some­ 
times he passe* through districts as 
greatly iii need of rain as Ids own. 
Then the people in those places way­ 
lay him and, temporarily borrowing his 
tablet, get the rain Intended for anoth­ 
er place. 
Prayers are usually made in tile fifth 
and sixth months when the rainfall is 
always due, and a limit of ten days 
is set for their effective operation. Un­ 
der such conditions rain usually falls 
during tile prescribed time. When tile 
prayers are iu progress, tile umbrella, 
among other objects, comes under the 
ban. 
In some provinces foreigners 
have been mobbed for carrying this 
harmless article at that time.

lie may be put out in the sun as a hint 
to wake up and do his duty. 
A bunch 
of willow is usually thrust into his 
hand, as willow is sensitive to mois­ 
ture. 
Another plan In extensive use is the 
building of special temples in which 
are wells containing several iron tab ­ 
lets. 
W hen there is a scarcity of rain, 
a messenger starts out with a tablet 
marked with the date of the journey 
aud the name of the district making 
the petition. 
Arriving at another city, 
ho pays a sum of money and is allow­ 
ed to draw a new* tablet from tho well, 
throwing in his own by way of ex­ 
change. 
On tile return journey he is 
supposed to eat only bran and travel 
at top speed day and night. 
Some­ 
times he passes through districts as 
greatly Iii need of rain as his own. 
Then the people in these places w ay­ 
lay him and, temporarily borrowing his 
tablet, got the rain intended for anoth­ 
er place. 
P rayers are usually made in tile fifth 
and sixth months when the rainfall is 
always due. and a limit of ten days 
is set for their effective operation. 
Un­ 
der such conditions rain usually falls 
during tile prescribed time. 
When tile 
prayers are iii progress, tile umbrella, 
among other objects, comes under the 
ban. 
In some provinces foreigners 
have been mobbed for carrying this 
harmless article at th a t time.
